USEFUL* BEAUTIFYING

Increased haymaking may be 
seen on many of fhe roadsides 
throughout Alberta this year. Not 
so long ago some of these road¬ 
sides were just rough ditches with 
steep cut banks, atones, debris and 
weeds. Through the efforts of the 
Agricultural Service Hoards more 
back-sloping of roads and seeding 
with approved glass mixtures Is 
being done each year, says W. 
Lobay , -Alberta's Supervisor of 
Soils and Weed Control, and the 
demand for seed to seed approved 
roadsides Is increasing. 

Last year 1,521 miles of munici¬ 
pal roads were back-sloped and 
seeded. This procedure is'encour¬ 
aged by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture because it provides excel¬ 
lent weed control, improves the 
appearance of road allowances and 
serves as an extra supply of hay. 

So far the Field Branch has 
.granted 32,785 lbs. of forage seed 
to the municipalities for use on 
approved back - sloped roadsides. 
Through 'arrangements with the 
Highways Department another. 
25,900- lbs. of seed was planted on 
highway roadsides. Much work 
has gone into this project and 
Field Supervisors should be com¬ 
plimented for carrying out the 
programs, sa>s Mr. Lobay.

Although most of the car- 
mttrhig cases are found in the 
cities the following points may be 
a safeguard against transients 
looking for something of value in 
cars that can be sold elsewhere. 

1. When you leave your car un¬ 
attended, secure it methodically. 

<2. Remove ignition key. 

3. Close ail windows. 

4. Remove all articles of value 
and lock them in the trunk. 

5. Lock all me" doors. 

6. Be sure you are properly 
parked.

aimed at businessmen to help safe¬ 
guard their premises from burg¬ 
lary and also from the occasional 
trouble with employees pilfering 
from the cash register, safe or 
the merchandise.
